TOWN BUSINESS 

A meeting of the town council was 
held at 7:30 on Thursday evening, 
those present being Councillors Stack, 
Dewie, Secretary-Treasurer Flood, 
Reeve Butchart, and Constable Watt.

Mr. L. F. Dawson and F. Simington 
attended the meeting with a petition 
asking to assistance .for the town 
hand. After lengthy discussion it was 
decided to guarantee the band the 
sum of $125 as a minimum and $250 
as a maximum for their services at 
the celebration to be held on July 1. 

It was further decided that the 
balance of proceeds of that day be al¬ 
lotted to a further payment on the 
fair grounds. 

Moved and seconded' that the sum 
of $500 be paid at an early moment 
on the fair grounds to the Agricultur¬ 
al Society as a payment on the fail- 
grounds. 

The contract between the Vulcan 
authorities and the Vatican Light Co 
having been returned from the Com¬ 
missioner of Public Utilities for tech¬ 
nical revision was taken up. The 
secretary-treasurer was instructed to 
write and rectify -the misreading by 
the Commissioner of this contract and 
also to urge the quick decision of the 
Commissioner to issue debentures so | 
that waterworks might be installed as 
early as possible. 

Mr. Fred Elyes attended the meet¬ 
ing with a request that the proposed 
warer^rks tr> be installed for fire- 
fig’ting purposes might also be used 
for domestic purposes. The council 
pointed out that it would be necessary 
to first obtain the permission of the 
Provincial Board of Health and if 
such permission were given the coun¬ 
cil would take up- the matter accord¬ 
ingly. 

Mr. I). C. Jones also attended the 
meeting with a request that theVoun- 
cil. use their endeavors to get the pro- 
l>erty holders in the block in which 
1 1! post office stands to install a 
standard fire wall between D. C. 
Janes’ store and Mr. Ryan’s accessory 
department with a view to securing 
reduction on insurance rates. It was 
agreed that the council should write 
the Underwriters’ Association for 
plans and specifications for a stand¬ 
ard fire wall, call for tenders and sub¬ 
mit same to the property holders of 
that block. 

Mr. Simington made a request that 
he be permitted to put a crossing 
through the sidewalk at the rear side 
of the Simington store. Permission 
was granted subject to the installation 
of a suitable crossing in lieu thereof 
at his own expense. 

It was also decided that subject to 
the Provincial Sanitary Inspector’s 
instructions, no further dumping of 
refuse or cinders of any description 
shall be permitted in the alleyways. 
Printed cards to this effect will be put 
up in various parts of the town and 
the ruling rigidly 'enforced. Citizens 
are particularly requested to take 
note thereof and conform with these 
instructions. 

The matter of cleaning up the town 
was also taken up and it was decided 
that beginning with May 10 the town 
should be cleaned up as quickly as 
possible. 

Referring to the fire on Thursday 
evening last the Reeve‘would like to 
commelft on tjie negligence of some 
citizens when the fire alarm sounded 
inasmuch that instead of attending 
the fire hall anil assisting with the 
apparatus they made straight away 
to the fire leaving only a few' to at¬ 
tempt the hauling of the engines. The 
quick transportation of the apparatus 
we have is «in absolute necessity for 
fire prevention and at any future oc¬ 
casion it is hoped that the citizens- 
will bear this in mind.

INCOME TAX AND THE FARMER

In response to a number of re¬ 
quests, Canadian Finance submits 
hereunder information relative to the 
application of Vie Dominion income 
tax to income of those engaged in 
farming. The act requires returns to 
be made by all persons whose income 
is in excess "Of the exemptions they 
are allowed. For example, a married 
man with no children, having an in¬ 
come in excess of $2,000 is required 
to make a return.. 

A farmer is required to add to his 
net income the value of the goods of 
his own production which he and his

'Can a farmer advertise potatoes 
and .vegetables as a grocer advertises 
sugar? Can he sell hay, grain pigs, 
or poultry by advertising? Do y-'U 
know? 

These questions have been answer¬ 
ed in a practical way by a former 
farmer, now advertising expert and 
instructor in purchasing and Selling 
at the agricultural college in Oregon: 

“Systematic advertising has built 
up a big business for a wealthy Ore¬ 
gon stockman of my acquaintance," 
he says: “He deals in thorough-bred 
cattle, and uses the local paper to 
tell his neighbors about them. 

“I hat} to learn the value of print¬ 
ers’ ink by hard-bought experience in 
farmiing myself. I was brought up 
in Maine, where we had to haul our 
produce 27 miles to market. Had I 
known it then, vfo could have placed a 
dollar ad in a local paper and saved 
the big expense of marketing. 1 ’ 

Once using local advertising a 
farmer wifi always use it, thinks Dr. 
Varney. The difficulty is to' con¬ 
vince him that it pays. He will place 
a blackboard in front of his farm and 
advertise three-year-old pigs or hay 
or grain in hopes that a few persons 
passing along the road will read it. 

“By placing his ad in his home pa¬ 
per he could reach 20 times as many 
buyers, and probably be sold out be¬ 
fore the ad appeared again,” says Dr. 
Varney.,

It is a 
fart that' some plants which poison 
horses are not injurious to cattle or 
sheep, and some which cause loss 
among cattle and shoep are not eaten 
by swine and horses. In bulletin 
number 39, second series of the ex¬ 
perimental farms, “Principal Poison¬ 
ous. Plants of Canada,” by Miss Faith 
Fyles, B.A., obtainable free upon ap¬ 
plication to the publications branch, 
department of agriculture, Ottawa, a 
'list of plants which do injury to the 
i various classes of animals is given, 
'ftie bulletin, which is prepared for 
| livestock owners, gives information 
| regarding poisonous plants and en- 
j ahles the farmer to distinguish tho 
I most harmful species in his neighboi - 
hood so that he may be able to avoid 
pasturing animals on infested area-* 
until the danger is past. The yearly 
loss due to plant' poisoning is known 
to be on the increase but the amount 
of the loss is not ascertainable be¬ 
cause many fatalities are attributed 
to other reasons through lack of 
knowledge of poisonous plants.

ALL CATTLE TO BE DIPPED 


Efforts.to have every head of stock 
in southern Alberta dipped for mange 
prevention during the compulsory dip¬ 
ping period from June 24 to July 6, 
are being made by the various auth¬ 
orities, and Dr. Hargrave, chief live¬ 
stock insp’ector for the province,_is 

conducting a vigorous - campaign of 
propaganda to this end.. 

Only thorough dipping wHl eradi¬ 
cate the disease, and the co-operation 
of eveiy stockman in the south is be¬ 
ing solicited to see that every head of 
stock passes through a vat somewhere 
during the dipping period. Owners 
of dipping vats are-a^ked to see that 
every possible head of stock the vat 
will handle is put through. 

Stockmen are asked to ohcertaih 
immediately when their stock is tQ.be 
dipped, and if arrangements have not 
been made they should communicate 
at once with Dr. Hargrave at Medi¬ 
cine Hat. , 

All cattle are to be dipped twice 
during the period, and it is’ necessary 
to have a sufficient number of vats in 
suitable locations.

When 
the early sales were made there was 
quite a market for these participa¬ 
tion certificates and many changed 
hands notwithstanding the advice of 
H. W. Wood, the president of the U. 
F.A., to hold on to them unti 1 the 
chairman of the board announced 
what they were really worth. 

When this -action was taken by the 
president the price of the certificates 
stiffened considerably, and their 
pried soared to about 20 tents. On 
the adage that “a bird in the hand is 
worth -two in the bush” when this 
price was reached further certificates 
found new owners, the “bulls” assert¬ 
ing strongly that “they were sure to 
be worth much less than thi- because 
it was not known w hat the expenses 
of the board would amount to.” 

Mr. Wood again came back, and 
<Jid his very level best to restrain the 
farmers from parting with these 
documents, and it is stated that many 
of them followed his advice. Those 
who did will now thank their lucky 
stars that they did so.

About 11:30 on Thursday evening 
the citizens of Vulcan were aroused 
from their peaceful slumbers by the 
loud clanging of the fire bell.

The first is a human .infant; .the 
second born the. same day is a baby 
monkey. - 

In a few days or weeks the baby 
monkey is able to leave its mother. 
Already* it can climb, and eat and 
chatter like its parents; and in a few 
weeks more is independent of them. 

Meantime and for many months to 
come, the human baby is unable to 
feed itself or clothe or protect itself. 
It is a mere semi-conscious chattel, a 
: pawl ball of helplessness. The body 
is.there in dll its parts,' bone for bore 
and muscle for muscle, like the othe \ 
But somehow this body will not do its 
work. The body has eyes, but they 
see not, has ears, but they hear not. 
limbs, but they walk not. The body 
s perns to be a failure. Why does the 
human infant lie like a log, while th< 
other is so active and alert. Why did 
that which was not human step out 
into life so long before that which is? 

The question has been answered. 
We knew what this delay means ethi¬ 
cally—it was necessary for the moral 
training of the child— it was neces¬ 
sary that the child should spend the 
longest possible time iy its mother’s 
s;ide, but what determines it on the 
physical side. 

The'thing that constitutes the dif¬ 
ference between the baby monkey and 
bhe baby fnan is an extra piece of 
machinery which the child possesses, 
but what the monkey lacks. It is th ; s 
which is keeping back the baby man 

What is that piece of machinery? 
A brain—a human brain. The child 
nevertheless is not using it. Why ? 
Because it is not quite fitted up. Na¬ 
ture is working hard at it, but only 
to the delicate nature of the instru¬ 
ment, it requires much time and until 
it is ready the babe must remain a 
thing. * •
